ROK Betrays 
General Dean 
For $5 Gilt 


SEOUL un—A slightly built, 40- 
year-old South Korean said today 
he accepted $5 from the North Ko­ 
rean Communists in August 1950, 
as payment for helping the Reds 
capture Maj. Gen. William F. Dean. 
The Korean, Han Doo Kyoo, is 
one of two residents of Crinan, 
South of Taejon, held here on charg­ 
es of betraying Dean. 
Han said he accepted 30,000 won 
($5) from the Reds for his part in 
the capture of Dean. He added that 
he "returned” the $5 to a Commu­ 
nist organization. 
Dean, former commander of the 
U. S. 24th Division, was released 
two weeks ago in Panmunjom after 
more than three years as a captive. 
He has been under treatment at 
Tokyo Army Hospital for dysentery 
and is scheduled to depart for the 
U. S. Monday. 
Han and Choe Chong Bong, 24, 
were arrested by South Korean na­ 
tional police two days after Dean 
was released. 
Police charge Han and Choe led 
Dean into a trap after promising 
to help him return to Allied lines. 
Asked if he was the first Korean 
Dean met in the Chinan area, Han 
said, “ Yes.” 
“ When was it?’* 
Without hesitation Han said “ Aug. 
25, 1950.” 
Asked what the general said at 
that time, Han said, “ He did not 
say much. I could not understand

Han claimed he had intended to 
lead Dean to “ a hotel.”

Lightning plays some peculiar 
pranks sometimes, but I saw a new 
demonstration of what lightning 
will do a few nights ago. 
An unusually heavy storm w a s 
raging to the north, probably 25 
miles distant; frequent flashes of 
lightning ripped from the lo w . 
hanging clouds to the earth scores 
of times. 
The unusual feature 
was 
the 
fact that I saw probably a h a 11 
dozen streaks of lightning which 
were followed in quick succession 
by other streaks apparently in the 
same place as the first. 
In one instance the quick suc­ 
cession of streaks of lightning were 
fully a half dozen, all extending 
from sky to earth and being of al­ 
most equal brilliancy, and appar­ 
ently striking the same spot. 
Just what happened where these 
series of bolts struck, I do not 
know, but the damage must have 
been heavy if they struck build­ 
ings. 
Those flashes of lightning remind 
me that one night a number of 
years ago I saw a streak of light­ 
ning pass from west to east in a 
cloud which extended west of Hills­ 
boro to several miles east of Chil­ 
licothe; that streak of 
lightning 
was fully 50 miles in length. 
And that again reminds me that 
comparatively few new houses are 
equipped 
with 
lightning 
rods. 
The first lightning rods were plac­ 
ed on a building in Philadelphia in 
July, 1752, by none other than that 
m aster craftsman, Ben F r a n k - 
lin. His installation of the lightning 
rods followed quickly his discovery 
made with his famous kite exper­ 
iment in June, 1752. 
In this part of the U n i t e d 
States there are 40 to 50 days each 
year when lightning occurs. F e w 
thunderstorms occur in California, 
but in Florida lightning occurs 70 to 
90 days each year. 
Experts warn that every outside 
radio and television aerial should 
have a lightning arrestor. 


Dulles Urges 
More Good 
Will Abroad 


NEW 
YORK 
UP)—Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles says more 
good will and unity in the Far 
East and Pacific areas could lead 
to comprehensive mutual security 
agreements. 
Dulles, speaking last night at a 
dinner honoring Crown Prince Aki- 
hito of Japan, said the United 
States is vitally interested in a 
collective security organization in 
the Pacific. 
This country has signed individ­ 
ual treaties with Australia and 
New Zealand (Anzus), Japan, The 
Philippines, and a tentative pact 
with South Korea. 
Noting that the ANZUS council 
voted to exclude other Far Eastern 
nation* from their defense organi­ 
zation, Dulles added: 
“This does not mean we have 
abandoned the development of a 
more 
comprehensive 
system 
of 
regional security in the Pacific 
area. 
“But before there can be useful 
development by way of multilat­ 
eral treaties, there is need for the 
development, 
within the Pacific 
area, of a greater measure of in­ 
ternational good will and a greater 
unity of purpose. 
“ I trust that these sentiments 
will soon come in measure suffi­ 
cient to w arrant the development 
of enlarged mutual security mea­ 
sures.” 


A PREVIOUS U. S. message also 
went via the Swedes. The Reds 
answered directly to U. N. Secre­ 
tary General Dag Hammarskjold, 
rejecting the Assemly resolution on 
the peace conference makeup and 
asking that Russia, India, Indones­ 
ia, Burma and Pakistan be added 
as neutrals. The Communists also 
said the date and place of the par­ 
ley should be decided after the con­ 
ference lineup was settled. 
The 16 Allies reportedly decided 
to fight consideration of the new 
Red demands in the Political Com­ 
mittee by seeking a ruling that the 
subject was out of order. 
Late last night, however, Ham 
marskjold issued a note to the 
Assembly detailing the exchange 
of communications between his 
office and the Communists. 
U. N. sources said that by call­ 
ing the demands specifically to the 
attention of the delegates, the sec­ 
retary general had opened the way 
for debate on them and had thwart­ 
ed any out-of-order move.

A Mother's Complaint About Some TV Films 


Within the last week we heard a Wash­ 
ington C. H. mother complaining rather 
bitterly about some of the stories, avail­ 
able to the whole family, produced on 
television. 
She asserted that she agreed with what 
some television columnists and critics 
were saving, which was to the effect that 
the deluge of psychopathic crime films 
being shown was offering a threat of very 
bad influence on many youngsters. 
There can be little doubt that the av­ 
erage small, or even teen-age, youngster, 
who sits in front, of the television screen 
in the home, seeking entertainment, does 
see a lot of queer characters in rn a r. y 
queer dramas. 
If such boys and girls were permitted 
to judge the nature of their community, 
their state or their country, or the world 
for that matter, by what he or she sees on 
many of the television screen dramas, 
such a youngster probably would get the 
impression that about half our population 
would qualify under the category of al­ 
coholics, “pushers” of illegal drugs or 
promoters of some other vice equally ap­ 
palling, and that immediate need of psy­ 
chotherapy is necessary. 
One explanation has been offered that 
the reason for this situation is that so 
many TV plays are produced in centers 
of fast-moving life which characterizes a 
big percentage of the show business. 
Most people feel safer about this prob­ 
lem than the mother mentioned above, 
because they believe that the a v e r a g e 
youngster lives in different surroundings 
and circumstances and has the intelli­ 
gence to disregard those films which 
show some vicious aspects. 
Whether this is true is a question. How­ 


ever it is generally thought true that 
young people, especially those living in 
substantial rural and other localities, are 
interested enough and full of life enough 
to enjoy clean and typically American en­ 
tertainment. However, the sponsors of 
TV shows wiy find that the public believes 
that those who pay for such productions 
have the final responsibility and t h a t 
such sponsors should exert sufficient 
pressure to raise the standards of all 
their presentations to an acceptable level. 


Checking for Taxes 
The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
Coleman Andrews, is directing an exper­ 
imental check on federal tax collections 
in four different states, including O h I o. 
It is being found that for one reason or 
another many Americans have failed to 
file proper federal tax returns, or to pay 
the tax due thereon. 
The greatest dereliction discovered was 
in the failure of many taxpayers to file 
their Estimated Income Tax returns, and 
make payment thereon. It is believed that 
if the plan of interrogating citizens as to 
their federal tax status is spread over the 
entire country, about $2 billion in addi­ 
tional tax revenue can be obtained.

BUNDESEN 
Ignoring cross-cye in a child 
iii the hope that it will correct it­ 
self is sheer neglect. In m o s t 
cases, the condition persists. If 
this is perm itted to happen, the 
I child will learn to use only one 
: eye, often resulting in p erm anent 
1 loss of vision in the other e y e . 
Therefore, 
the 
im portance o f 
prom pt correction of this defect 
should need no further em phasis. 
A child with cross-eye. or s tra ­ 
bism us in m edical terminology, 
is seldom too young for t r e a t - 
ment to be undertaken. At any 
rate, he should be exam ined by 
an eye physician im m ediately up ­ 
on discovery of the condition, no 
m a tte r w hat his age. 


Two Causes 
There are two types of cross- 
eye. One is due to a paralysis of 
the m uscles, and the other is the 
non-paralytic type, the type most 
often seen. 
There are three ways of tr e a t­ 
ing cross-eye which the physician 
m ay employ. One is by the use of 
proper glasses in order to correct 
the seeing error. It has b e e n 
found th at infants, even l e s s 
than one y e a r of age, can w'ear 
spectacles if special precaut i o n 
is taken with the fram es and 
safety lenses are used. However, 
glasses are useless in correcting 
cross-eye unless it is an error 
in vision th at is causing the con­ 
dition. 


As the child ages and gains 
sufficient m ental developm ent to 
cooperate, orthoptic o r exercise 
treatm en t with com plicated ap­ 
p aratu s can be attem pted. V ari­ 
ous m achines are available that 
can help the child do eye e x e r­ 
cises under orthoptic guidance. 
These, in m any instances, i m- 
prove the cross-eye. 


However, in som e cases, after 
spectacles have been worn for a 
long period of tim e and extensive 
exercises or orthoptic train i n g 
have been tried, it is necessary to 
resort to surgery. U sually 
b y 
shortening certain m uscles, a n 
equilibrium can be m ade betwene 
the vision of the two eyes and the 
eye is no longer crossed. 
Though one, two, or even three 
of these m ethods m ay prove n ec­ 
essary to correct the eye fault, 
they should be investigated early 
for the benefit of one of t h e 
child’s m ost im p o rtan t sensory 
organs. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
G. L. G : W hat causes calcium 
deposits to occur on the fingers, 
and how can these deposits or 
lumps be rem oved? 
Answer: The m ost fre q u e n t 
cause for the conditon you d e- 
scribe is arthritis, which results 
in these little calcium deposits on 
the tips of the fingers. There is no 
way known th at they can be re ­ 
moved satisfactorily.

Just Code of Common Decency

Censorship, in this country, is 
generally reg ard ed with disfavor. 
The assum ption is th at the adult 
m ind is capable of deciding for 
itself w hat is right and wrong, 
and th at parents a re capable of 
bringing up their own children. 
Yet, Congress and state legisla­ 
tu res have passed laws against 
the libelous, the malicious and 
the salacious. 
E a rly in the history of motion 
pictures, some producers recog­ 
nized that there w as money in 
sex. Despite the fact that in the 
nickelodeon days, as now, m o­ 
tion picture theater- 
w ere 
at 
tended mostly by children, t h e 
sex picture developed i n t o the 
“ V am pire” type of presentation. 
V a r i o u s censorship boards 
cam e into existence 
and

industry. 
In 
1929, M artin Quigley, editor of a 
n um ber of motion picture publi­ 
cations, proposed a code govern­ 
ing moral implications of motion 
pictures.

1930. The Production Code

ministration o. as established by

Picture 
P ro d u cers 
and Distrieutors of A m e r i c a ,

The R om an Catholic Church 
has established the L e g i o n of 
D ecency to advise its own m em 
hers concerning motion pictures. 
Its classifications ap p e a r in p a ­ 
rochial papers all over the coun­ 
try, so th at the Legion of De­ 
cen cy ’s judgm ent of pictures has 
a w idespread influence. It clas­ 
sifies pictures as follows: 
“ A-I: Morally unobjectionable 
for general patronage. 
T h e s e 
film s are considered to contain 
no m aterial which would be m or­ 
ally dangerous to the 
average 
motion picture audience, adults 
and children alike. 
‘ A II: Morally unobjectionable 
for adults. These are films which 
iii them selves a rc m orally h a r m ­ 
less but which, because of sub­ 
je ct m atter or treatm e n t, require 
m atu rity and experience if one 
is to witness them without d an­ 
g er of moral h arm . While no def­ 
inite age limit can be establish­ 
ed for this group, the judgm ent 
of parents, pastors and teach ers 
would be helpful in determ ining 
the decision in individual cases.

Film s in this cate­ 
gory are considered to contain 
elem ents dangerous to C hristian 
m orals or m oral standards.

If the p r o ­ 
ducers of “ The Moon is B l u e ” 
succeed in establishing indepen­ 
dence of the code, others w i l l 
follow the flow of profits and the 
code, which is now 23 years old, 
will go out of existence.

M a y Tell Future Of 
Industry In General

NEW YORK (/ft—Weakness in the 
metal markets—both present and 
foreshadowed — has businessmen 
watching this traditional barome­ 
ter. 
Some customers are laking to 
sidelines while they watch these 
developments: 
Steel supply ana demand Is near 
balance. Production is off. And 
some in the industry see price 
cuts in some steel products aa a 
coming possibility. 
Zinc and lead producers and 
users are wondering how Jong tjie 
present neat balance in world sup­ 
ply and demand, with price stabil­ 
ity, would survive an anticipated 
deal by the U.S. government to 
take Chile’s 100,000 tons of unsold 
copper off her hands. 
If Chile 
should start pouring 30,000 tons a 
month into the world market again, 
copper prices might tumble. 
Even aluminum, riding the crest 
of the big defense demand, may
